WASHINGTON, June 2.—Destruction of a G erm an subm arine and 
capture of 40» members of h er crew by th e coast guard cutter Spencer 
was reported by th e Navy today . 
W ith depth ch arges and roaring guns, th e cutter sank th e subm arine 
in th e A tlantic several weeks ago wh en th e raider was detected lurking 
in th e path of a "large and im portant convoy m aking for an Allied 
port.” 
Completely submerged and with h er periscope down, th e subm arine 
was located by Soundman Harold V. Anderson, Kewanee. 111., and th e 
Spencer, commanded by Commander Harold S. Berdine, 
41 , of Staten 
Island, m ade two depth ch arge runs over it. 
El forts by th e subm arine to get under th e convoy in h ope th at th e 
noise of th e cargo sh ipscrews would interfere with th e Spencer’s detec­ 
tion devices failed, and th e cutter rem ained on th e raider’s trail and 
dropped a th ird "basket of eggs.” 
"Th e worst th reat was now over,” 
th e navy related. "Not a ‘fish ’ h ad 
been fired, nor h ad a sh ip 
been 
touch ed. However, th e cutter still 
continued h er pursuit.
